‘Economy’ Cuts’Crossing Park Services

Washington Crossing State Park 
is not what it used to ho. 
The floodlights that once spot­ 
lighted Bowman’s Hill Tower have 
been extinguished. 
Restrooms at the 
park 
have 
been closed due to overflowing 
cesspools. 
Fam ilies and chilis who used 
to reserve pavilions in the picnic, 
grove can no longer do so. 
The park police force has been 
cut in size with the result that 
it cannot patrol traffic and check 


vandalism as it should. 
Last week a sign at the top 
of the tower road was removed 
by vandals. A few days later a 
Lambertville, N.J., boy rode his 
bicycle down the steep hi!!, rolled 
off the edge and was killed. 
The removed sign read: "Walk 
Bikes.” 
These changes are 
not 
new. 
They have occurred over the past 
two years, necessary in the name 
of economy, Park Superintendent 
Norman Fisher said today. 
The economy was forced by the 
State Legislature which in 1957 
drastically cut the funds allowed 


to maintain the park. 
This in spite of the fact that 
each year more and more thou­ 
sands of people from all parts 
of 
the 
nation 
and 
many 
for­ 
eign countries were visitors. 
The park is one of the outstand­ 
ing historic and recreational at­ 
tractions in Bucks 
County, 
the 
state and the nation 
There General George Washing­ 
ton and a cold and ragged band 
of American soldiers crossed the 
Delaware 
River 
on 
Christmas 
Day, 1776 and changed the tide 
of the Revolution. 
The picnic 
groves, 
wildflower 


preserve and bird banding sta­ 
tions and more recently, the re­ 
stored Thompson - Neeley House 
and the historic painting of Wash­ 
ington 
crossing the 
river, 
are 
among 
the 
tourist 
attractions 
there. 
In the two years that ended 
last May I, the state spent $150,- 
000 to maintain the park. The pre­ 
vious two years the amount was 
$2C9.(XK). Ten years ago it was 
$165,000. 
While the state cut the appro­ 
priation by $13,000 in ten years, 
attendance at the park has dou­ 
bled. 


"Ten years ago we would never 
have more than 25,(MM) persons 
al the park in a day,” Fisher 
said. Now we have over 50,000 
on a holiday.” 
’low much the park will have 
to go on for the next biennium is 
up to the Legislature, currently 
debating the financial situation in 
Harrisburg. 
It all has to come from taxes, 
of course. 
When the severe cut in funds 
was made two years ago the park 
staff was cut by one-third. You 
can't reserve a picnic pavilion 
todav 
because 
Fisher's 
office 


clerical staff have been cut in 
half, and the one remaining girl 
is just too busy to handle the 
requests. 
"But while the staff has been 
cut,” Fisher hastened to add. “ we 
have been increasing some serv­ 
ices to the public.” 
"The painting must be guarded 
24 hours a day,” he said. "This 
requires four guards. The Thomp- 
son-Neeley house has been opened 
as one of the attractions, a rd 
gives us more respons$b!tIties.” 
The 
wildflower 
preserve 
has 
bien enlarged. Fisher said. To 
criticism that the preserve is tend­ 


ed at the expense of more essen­ 
tial services, he said volunteers 
assist the staff there. 
"Actually we have curtailed our 
services very little despite the cut 
in staff,” the superintendent said. 
"We have had to become more 
efficient. A joint cooperating com­ 
mittee of the staff and Park Com­ 
mission 
meets 
monthly 
to 
in­ 
crease our efficiency.” 
The tower lights were put out 
to save a monthly electric bill of 
$17 to $20, he said.
